was the appointment of three negro foremen who were given authority over 
the white .workmen. 
AVhen the order of William H. Flaherty, one of the 


contractors, appointing the negro foremen, went into effect Saturday morn- 
ing the white men .walked out and work was suspended. The negroes imme- 
-diately armed themselves and threatened that if the white men refused to go 
back to work under black foremen they would exterminate the camp. There

It will be able to travel to Chicago or

Burke had the distinction of being a 
pupil nt the school with the late Laura 
Brldgman and Helen Kellar, and he 
proudly informed the reporter that h.-i 
had played ball with Miss Kellar when 
Eh'e was a little girl. Mr. Burke does 
all. .his outside correspondence on 
Manhattan typewriter and ho can go 
over.the.keyboard with more speed and 
accuracy than most typewriters who 
have their sight. For his own conven- 
ience he has placed a small tin cap over 
the figure 6. the T and Y, the G and H 
and the V and B, the central letters on 
each-line, and thus he knows the letters 
on either side on each line as he places 
his fingers on the keyboard. Mr. Burke 
wrote about' 100 words for the reporter 
and upon finishing remarked: "I think 
you'll find that fairly accurate, though 
there may be an extra T in the last 
line." 
He was right. But even more 


interesting than the typewriter was the 
Braille machine upon which Mr. Burke 
demonstrated the use of the Braille 
system of letters for the blind. This 
machine looks like a miniature type- 
writer and the letters consist of dots 
punched by the machine on the paper 
so as to form a raised surface. 
The 


blind person to read the system simply 
runs his fingers over

gas .lights, two new incandescents and 
three new arc lights. At present thera' 
are 1376 gas, 533 incandesqent arid ,533 
arc. lights, in addition to 17 gas lights' 
owned by various corporations,- the' 
city paying for the gas. There are also 
eight arc lights on 'Fort Hill 'park 
which burn four or five" months each 
year. The gas lights under the present 
contract which expires this year cost 
J22.75 each per year, .burning all night 
and every nisht. 
Arc lights cost S100 


each per year, and incandescents J22.SO 
per year, and they also are required • 
to burn all night under the contract.

The negroes irarne- 
diately-armed themselves and threatened that if the white men refused to go 
back to work under black foremen they-would extcrminalc Ihc camp. There 
is n. large amount of dynamite stored at ihe camp and should a conflict 
ensue serious results were feared.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—If the. bill 


which Eenator Cummins of Iowa has 
introduced in the senate providing for 
the appointment of -675 additional offi- 
cers for the army, becomes a 'law, 225, 
or one-third of tho number, will be ap- 
pointed by the president from the mi- 
litia regiments of the various states arid 
the officers of the Massachusetts regi- 
ments will have an opportunity to join 
the regular army. 


The bill provides that the officer of 
the state guard shall have served at 
least ten years In the militia; that he 
shall be of acceptable age, which, how- 
ever, Is not specified in the bill; that 
he shall show military aptitude and 
shall be able to stand both a technical, 
academic and physical examination. 
This examination is to be prescribed bv 
the secretary of war. 


No militia officers shall be eligible 


for a commission in the regular army 
for grades higher than one grade below 
that held by them in the state guard.

The Chicago Railway company has issued a series of rules for guid- 


___ Jince of the public to prevent collisions and other accidents in connection 


with the car service. They are as follows:— 


1—Never cross a highway without first making sure that there 


Is no other vehicle near enough to cause a collision. 


2—Never turn suddenly onto a track when a car is approaching. 
3—Always cross streets and turn corners at moderate speed 
4—Do not cut corners, but make a full turn, keeping as far as 


possible to the right. 


5—Be sure your horse is under 
perfect 
control, 
especially 


where streets are crooked, where the view is obstructed or 
when 


passing cars. 


6—Remember a street car is confined to the track and that a 


motorman cannot stop his car instantly when cut oft. 


7—Do not rely upon motormen to save you from 
the. 
conse- 


quences of your own carelessness. 


8—Keep on the right of the road when practicable and off the 


tracks as far as safety requires. 


D—Never turn upon a track in front of a car without first sig- 


nalling motorman and giving him time to stop. 


10—Remember constant vigilance is the price of safety. 


A great many of the accidents for which the company is responsible 


are preventable. On line, where there is but a single track 
with 
turn- 


outs there is always more or less danger of head-on'collisions unless where 
a proper system of signals or telephonic communication is in use. 


The public is now but seldom exposed to the danger resulting from i 


conductor deciding that he has waited long enough at a crossing and that he 
had better take the chances and go ahead. The man who fakes chances in 
this or any other matter of doubt is not fit lo be trusted with the responsi- 
bility of human life. 


In such cases the safe course to follow is- "When in doubt don't." 


Too many conductors find it convenient to give the bell before seeing that 
the entrance is clear, that there is nobody getting on or off. When the con- 
ductor is collecting fares he cannot always see whether there is anybody 
stepping on or off. A child or a woman might he frying lo mount Ihe'lower 
step at ihe door when the bell is given, nnd if 
sn 
a serious 
accident 


will result. 


Where a car is so crowded that the conductor cannot pass through, the 


company has fo take very serious risks of accident to people gelling on or 


off. 
The motorman has to keep guard on the front of Ihe car, and unless 


lhe conductor sees f h a t the entrance is clear before he rings the bell to 
tlart, he is liable lo get into serious trouble. 


If all car conductors and motormen would use their eyes carefully at 


street corners (hey would be of more sen-ice alike to their employers'and 
the pubhc. 
Jf sometimes happens Hint passengers running to catch the car 


jusl get fo the (rack only lo miss the car by a few feet, while both motor- 
man and coiidnc.iar are apparently wali-hing ahead too intently to see a 
passenger or a wagon shoot out from (lie side.

Number of Employees 


Has Increased 


BOSTON, Feb. 8.—Waiter L. Sears, 


superintendent o£ the free employment 
office In this city, who Is a close stud- 
ent of matters periaining to the unem- 
ployed, has compiled a table oi com- 
parative figures in relation to the bus! 
ness transacted at his office, which is 
both interesting and encouraging. 


The statement compares the months 


of January in 1909 arid 1910, and 
ae 


cording to figures most of the business 
in 1903 was for women, while this year 
the bulK of the business has been for 
men. Perhapa'the most significant ob- 
servation, however, is that there has 
been a marked decrease In the number 
of applications for positions and an in- 
creased demand for help. 


Last year 26S7 males and 752 women 


applied for employment 
during 
the 


month of January. This

th» 


number of males applying for worh 
was 2118, while the number of females 
was 945, a decrease of nearly 11 per 
cent, in the number of both sexes.

FOR 
HAWAII 


.BOSTON, Feb. S.—With the richest 


prize ever picked up by a vessel at 
eea the German steamship Erika is now 
heading for this port. She has in tow 
the disabled German steamship Var- 
zin, 
bound from Australia for this port 


with a cargo of wool and other mer- 
chandise worth nearly $3,000,000. 


The Erika must have fallen in with 


the Varzin last Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, for she left New York a week ago 
bound for Fayal, Terceira -and 
other 


ports. The Varzin was due here three 
days ago, but an accident to her tail- 
shaft caused the delay. 


Sunday morning the Erika. with the 


Varzin towing astern, 
was 
sighted 


south of Nantucket by the steamship 
Columbia, which sent a wireless mes- 
sage of the accident. Since then noth- 
ing has been heard from the two ves- 
sels. The Erika is much smaller than 
the Varzin and at best could make 
but slow progress. 


The Varzin is loaded 
with 
16,000 


bales of Australian 
wool, besides a 


quantity of general cargo. It Is pne of 


the most valuable cargoes ever shipped 
from Australia. 
The wool alone, duty 


paid, is valued at $2,550,000. The dutv 
to be paid to the government will be 
$35 per bale and will total over $500,- 
000. 
Some 12,500 bales o£ this wool 


comes consigned to Boston wool deal- 
ers, the balance going to New York and 
Philadelphia. 


The salvage which will probably be 


awarded- to the Erika is likely to go 
into six figures. 


The cargo is insured principally in 


this city and the underwriters on the 
cargo will be called upon to sett(e most 
of the salvage claim. 


The Varzin is the first steamer of 


the new Australian line to come to this 
port. She left Geelong, Australia, Dec. 
11. She is one of the Deutsch-Austral- 
ian line from Hamburg, is a modern 
freighter and is valued at about $300,- 
000. 
The valuation of the vessel and 


cargo will be the basis for the salvage 
settlement, and the award is likely to 
he. one of the heaviest on record.

The sale of milk from cans in stores 


will be-a thing, of the past in a little 
while, and just.for that there is more 
or less kicking, not by. the storekeepers 
but. by the men who leave the milk 


. there. The hoard of health of the city 


of Lowell has come to the conclusion 
that the sale, of milk from big cans in 
stores is bad Hi more ways than 
one 


The purchasers of the first few pints.or 
two or three Quarts set the cream and 
others get the skim milk. 
More im- 


portant .than that, in the. mind of the 
board, is the contamination of the milk 
by the opening of the cans at various 
times, and while the dealer may look 
upon it as a hardship the board has de- 
cided that all milk sold In stores shall 
• be sold by the bottle, and the bottle 
shall be filled only at a dairy or milk 
plant, or in'such manner as may be ac- 
ceptable to the board of health. • 


The board has Issued a code of rules, 


14 in all, and the rule that has to do 
with the sale of milk in bottles reads 
as follows: 


No certificate will be issued for the 
| sale, of milk In any store.'shop, market 
or bakery or other establishment out- 
side of a properly equipped milk plant, 
except in properly labeled and' stop- 
pered bottles. All milk so kept for sale 
must be maintained at a temperature 
below 50 degrees Fahrenheit in a suit- 
able refrigerator 
or cooler, properly 


drained and cared for, and as approved 
by the board of health. The attendant 
making a sale, of milk may transfer if 
to a container furnished by the cus- 
tomer at the time of purchase, but no 
bottle of milk shall be 
left 
unstop- 


perecl. A special permit must be ob- 
tained for the sale-of milk from bulk 
containers to be drunk on the premi- 
ises.

the appointment of 675 additional offi- 
cers for the army, becomes a law, 226, 
or one-third of the number, will be ap- 
pointed by thn president from the mi- 
litia regiments of the various states and 
the officers of the Massachusetts regi- 
ments will have an Opportunity to Join 
tho regular army.

2—Never turn suddenly onto a track when a car is approaching. 
3—Always cross streets and turn corner;: tit moderate speed.

4—Do not cut corners, but make a full turn, keeping as-far as 


possible to the right. 


5—Be sure your horse is under 
perfect 
control, especially 


where streets are crooked, where the view Is obstructed or when 
passing cars. 


6—Remember a street car is confined to the track and that a. 


motoraian cannot stop his car instantly when cut off. 


7—Do not rely upon motormen to save you from 
tile 
conse- 


quences of your own carelessness. 


8—Keep on tho right of the road when practicable and off tho 


tracks as far as safety requires. 


9—Never turn upon a track in front of a car without first sig- 


nalling motorman and giving him time to stop. 


10—Remember constant vigilance is the nrice of safety. 


A great many of the accidents for which the company is responsible 


nre preventable. On lines where there is but a single track 
with turn- 


outs there is always more or less danger o£ head-on collisions unless where 
a proper system of signals or telephonic communication is in use. 


The public is now but seldom exposed to Hie danger resulting from a 


conductor deciding that he has waited long enough at a crossing and that he 
had better take (he chances and go ahead. The man who takes chances in 
this or any other matter of doubt is not fit to be trusted with the responsi- 
bility of human life. 


In such cases the safe course to follow is: 
"When in doubt don't/- 


Too many conductors find it convenient to give the bell before seeing that 
the entrance is clear, that there is nobody getting oil or off. When the con- 
ductor is collecting fares he cannot always see whether there is anybody 
Mopping on or off.

Varzin towing astern, 
was 
sighted 


south of Nantucket by the steamship 
Columbia, which sent a wireless mes- 
sage of the accident. Since theri noth- 
ing has been heard from the two ves- 
sels. The Erika is much smaller than 
the Varzin and a.t best could make 
but slow progress. 


The Varzin is loaded 
with 
16,000 


bales of 'Australian 
wool, besides a 


quantity of general cargo. It is one of 


the most valuable cargoes ever shipped 
from Australia. The wool alone, duty 
paid, is valued at $2,550,000. The dutv 
to be paid to the government will be 
$35 per bale and will total over $500,- 
000. 
Some 12,500 bales of 
this wool 


comes consigned to Boston wool deal- 
ers, the balance going to New York and 
Philadelphia. 


The salvage which will probably be 


awarded to the Erlka Is likely to go 
into six 
figures.

The cargo is insured principally in 


this city and the underwriters on tho 
cargo will be called upon to settle most 
of ths salvace claim. 


The Varzin Is the flrst steamer of 


the new Australian line to come to this 
port. She left Geelong. Australia, Dec. 
11. She is one of the Deutsch-Austral- 
ian line from Hamburg, is a modern 
freighter and is valued at about $300.- 
000. 
The valuation of the vessel and 


cargo will be the basis for the salvage 
settlement, and the award is likely to 
be one of the heaviest on record.
